ing of the burrowing owl: "I have found 
colonies in Kansas and in other States in 
all cases occupying the deserted burrow" 
of the Quadrupeds, not living in common 
with them as usuallv supposed."

nearly paralyzed with fear for tho time 
being; articles are published every day in 
our ornithological papers and magazines 
which go to prove that owls can soe 
equally 0,6 well by day as by night.

Lifting Power of a. Cyclone. 


In his article on the frightful cyclones 


which visit tho Bay of Bongal with sur 
prising frequency, Mr. Eliott, mctoorlogi 
cal reporter to the Government ot Bengal 
incidentally gives some curious figures to 
illustrate the cyclonic forces developed by 
such storms. The average daily evapora- 
tion registered by the Bengale.se instru- 
ments is two inches. The amount of heat 
absorbed by the conversion of this amount 
of water daily over so largo an area as the 
Bay of Bengal must necessarily be enor- 
mous. "Eoughly estimated," says Mr. Eli- 
ott, "it is equal to the continuous working 
power of 300,000 steam engines of 1,000- 
horsepower each." A simple calculation 
will show what it suffices to raise aloft 
over 45,000 cubic foot 
of water every

Birds Hate JLond Colors. 


Dr. C. C. Abbott says that In experi- 


menting on tho intelligence of birds ho 
pliteod a number of pieces of woolen yarn 
—led, yellow, groen, purple and gray la 
color—near a treo in which a coupl« of 
Baltimore orioles wore building thoir nest. 
Iho pieces of yarn were all exactly alike 
except in color. Thot o was an equal num- 
ber of threads ot each color, tho rod and 
yellow being purposely placed on top. 
The birds chose only tho duller colors, 
taking all of tho gray and a few threads 
of tho purple wl.oii then tho nest was 
nonrly done. 


Not a single th.ond of the red or bright 


yellow was touched, tho birds scorning to 
instinctively know that such loud colors 
would nmko their domicile too conspicu- 
ous. Again ho experimented by girding 
the branches upon which nosts wore lo- 
cated, causing tho leaves to shrivel and 
blow away. Although thoy had laid tholr 
oggs, the birds invariably left their nests. 
If the nests contained young when tho 
leaves dried up, notwithstanding tbo ex- 
posure, they would feed the little ones 
until thoy wore able to take caro of them- 
sehos.-Philadelphia Record.

The fall trade in the business 


world opens out briskly and the factory 
wheels are spinning day and night. 
All goad Republicans rejoice over the 
prospei ity of the country, while the 
calamity preachers of the Democratic 
party are deprived of their stock in 
trade. 


Hox. JOHN W. BOOKWALTEK, the 


millionaire manufacturer of turbine 
water wheels, at Springfield, Ohio, has 
bought 60,000 acres in Nebraska, 
whereon he proposes to establish sev- 
eral agricultural communities or vil- 
lages, selling a plot of land to each 
householder, and none to be more than 
one or two miles from the central vil- 
lage, where its owner will live. The 
plan aims to combine the advantages 
of village and farm life.

Naval officers below the rank of com- 


mander, wilh salaries varying from 81,000 
to $3,500 a yi:ar, manage to maintain a de- 
gree of stylt that to the ordinary civilian 
no better ofl' seems absolutely mysterious. 
Not only must a naval officer keep himself 
supplied with the half do/en styles of uni- 
form enjoined by the government, but he 
must be abk1 when abhore to present a de- 
cent appearance iu civilian's attiie; las 
must atop at Rood hotels; he must uaio- 
ciate with civilians of social position cor- 
responding to his own, aud if he has a 
wife and children he must maintain them 
In good stj le. All this is made possible 
largely by Means of that species of domes- 
tic commu uism known as co-operative 
housekeeping. The officers' mess aboard 
ship is noi hinff more or less than such a 
species of communism. 


When a iness is made up aboard ship 


each man in th» combination contributes a 
certain «un for the purchase of supplies. 
If he happens at the moment to be short of 
funds he may draw two mouths' pay in 
advance. The common fund is placed in 
the hands of ft caterer chosen from the 
mess, and «.he supplies are purchased in 
bulk and at the lowest possible cost. Thns 
the mess i* started. The caterer makes 
careful calculations, allowing for breakage 
and other losses, adds a small percentage 
of profit and then retails his supplies at 
prices considerably below current rates 
ashore. 


Creme do menthe, popularly known as 


green min-, is a highly popular cordial 
among naval officers, and, in fact, is said 
to have been first called to tho attention of 
the discriminating American public by tho 
mess of !'. United States man-of-war. 
Green mint retails in saloons and even in 
clubs at fifteen cents per glass, but the 
mess rate aboard ship is ordinarily just 
one-half that price. The price of the best 
champagne- in a well managed mess is 
usually under $3 per quart.

ashoic is fi om $3.50 to *3.75. The best im- 
ported cig-irs are retailed to the mess at 
trom 40 to 'JO per cent, below shore prices.

There arc) ordinarily two officers' messes 


bolow decks aboard a United States ship, 
the wardroom mess and the steerage mess. 
The latter is for midshipmen and other 
juniors. The captain messes alone in sol- 
emn state, and if the vessel be a flagship 
tho admir il may have his own separate 
table. T.h') eott of living in the wardroom 
megs M onlinariJy from thirty-five to forty 
dollars a month, exclusive of wines and 
cigars. AH transaetiops are on the credit 
system. Whenever* battle of wine or a 
cigar is 01 tiered the purchaser ''writes ft 
chit" of tl<e amount. 


These chits are summed up at the end of 


the moDtii and payment is mode either 
directly bj the <lel)tor or through the pay- 
inanter. Ho 'chit is (rfvep for meals, and 
each officer is entitled to taka guests on 
board to breakfast or dinner as often a» h» 
will. At the end of the cruise the profits 
fit the mees are divided pro riitft among tbe

Slum's Sacrod Elephant. 


The sanctity of a white elephant dates 


from the earliest period of Buddhist histo- 
ry. One of the proudest titles of the king 
of Siam is "Lord of the White Elephant." 
In 1882 a real white elephant, one who ex- 
celled all of his fellows in beauty, was 
brought into Buukok with all the pomp 
and ceremony that could possibly have at- 
tended the arrival of an emperor. He was 
quite an albino, tbe whole body being of a 
pale reddish color, with a few white hairs 
on the back. The iris of the eye, the color 
of which is held to be a good test of an al- 
bino, was a pale naples yellow, in fact 
more red than yellow. 


The next day he was blessed and bap- 


tized in presence of the king and all the 
nobility. One of the high priests of tha 
ceremony then presented tha sacred beast 
a piece of sugarcane, on vnrich was writ- 
ten the elephant's name in full. The beast 
readily devoured it—proof that be had ac- 
cepted the honors conferred upon him. 
The following is it translation of the in- 
scription that hangs over the stall of this 
sacred Siamese elephant: 


"This elephant is a lineal descendant of 


the angels of the Brahmins. A perfect 
beast in color, hair and nails', a scion of a 
high and noble family; acquired by the 
power and glory of his majesty, the king 
of Siam. He is a source i>f power and an 
attraction for rain; the purest Of pure 
crystal and of the highest value to his 
owner, our king."

THE EXTENSION OF UNIVER- 


SITY TEACHING. 


Much interest and indeed almost ex- 


citement has been created in this coun- 
try the past year by the great success 
attending the efforts of The American 
Society for the Extension of Univer- 
sity Teaching to establish its work. 
The central idea is, that as tbe people 
cannot go to College the College or 
University can and will come to the 
people. 
For the better understanding 


of tbe matter we invite tbe attention 
of our readers to the following ex-- 
tracts from circular received. 


"The purpose of the University Ex- 


tension movement is to provide tbe 
means of higher education for persons 
of all classes and of both sexes engag- 
ed in the regular occupations of life. 
It is, in fact, an attempt to solve the 
problem of how much of what the 
Universities do for their own students 
can be done for persons unable to go 
to a University. 


Tbe movement was started in Eng 


land, in 1872, by the University of 
Cambridge, and has been carried on 
with increasing success. Last year 
nearly 40,000 students attended COUP* 
ses of lectures at about three hundred 
Centres in England and Wales. 


The object ot this Society, which 


was formed in 1890, is to organize and 
promote the movement throughout the 
United States and Canada. 


The fundamental idea throughout 


has been education for busy people. 
The majority of tbe courses have been 
given in the evening, and tLe audien- 
ces have included persons drawn from 
all ranks of society, and of tbe widest 
diversity of previous education and 
training. Ladies, business and pro- 
fessional men, clerks aud teachers in 
schools have all been represented in 
the lecture audiences, while some of 
tbe courses in Philadelphia have been 
largely attended by working people. 


The American Society for the Ex- 


tension of University Teaching has 
been formed to assist in organizing 
and supervising tbe work throughout 
tbe country. Already one hundred 
colleges and universities have signified 
their intention of co-operating with 
tbe Society. The great success of the 
work is chiefly due to the fact that it 
accomplishes the better utilization of 
existing facilities. 


Tbe success which has attended the 


working of this method in England end 


this country, has proved that the at- 
tainment of a very high standard of 
training and knjwledge is possible by 
attendance at University Extension 
Courses, provided that the student 
carries oi)t the system in its entirety. 


Although organized for so short a 


time in this country, the success which 
has attended the early efforts is indeed 
remarkable. In connection with the 
Philadelphia local movement alone, 
during the season "90-91 there were 
given forty-two courses, with an aggro- 
gate attendance of about fifty thousand. 


It will-be seen, therefore, that this j 


system is adapted at the same time to 
persons who desire merely a general 
acquaintanceship with the 
subjects 


taught, ".s woll as io students who are 
anxious to mahe p :nore thorough sturdy. 
The cot.'ses have covered various de- 
partments in Science, Literature, Hi ,- 
tory, Economics 
r-nd Art, and have 


been fully illustrated, where necessary, 
with experiments and diagrams or the 
lantern." 


A movement is on foot in our town 


to organize a "Centre" here, to reap 
the great advantages above promised, 
for our citizens; and if there seems to 
enough of intgrest manifested to war- 
rant the undertaking, arrangements 
will be made at an early date to start 
it of which due notice will be given.

ThN \vor in set-inn Uj 1m accept- 
able enouKh to certain IKhc's; but the truth 
of the proverb, "One man's meat is an- 
other man's poison," in illustrated by the 
fact thnt it is not palatable to lizards. I 
have been informcii that they either reject 
it with disgust, or, if they do taste it, arc 
rewarded for i heir imliM'tvlion by suvore 
(its of illness 


Now, 
this is it very curious fact, but it is 


paralleled elsewhere In the animal king- 
dom. Mnny brightly colored animals— 
particularly among Insects—have been 
found to he either disagreeable in tlieii 
taste or positively dantjeroni to other ani- 
mals which habitually feed upon their like. 
And it is noteworthy that these unpalata- 
ble creatures have often the most mark- 
edly contracted colors—that is, black and 
yellow; for example, the wasp and the 
hornet, the coral snake and the heloclerm 
lizard (the Gila monster). 


The theory has been advanced that tlif 


conspicuous colors have been developed in 
order to advertise their dangerous nature, 
or the unpalatable qualities of their flesh, 
BO that they may escape such Injuries as 
might be inflicted by an animal desirous o) 
experimenting upon them as articles oi 
food. This "warning coloration" seems tc 
say to the would be aggressor, "Don't touch 
me; I'm poisonous." It confers a benefit 
at once upon the oppressor and the op- 
pressed; rendering the one fre« from at- 
tacks, and warning the other that such at- 
tacks will probably be followed by serious 
consequences. It looks very much as if the 
brandling was another example of thif 
same pheuomenon.—Chambers' Journal.
